Torre Annunziata Safe? 

The stream of lava which had been threat- 
eiing Torre Annunsiate, a town of 28,000 in- 
habitants, twelve miles from Naples on the 
road to Castellammare, had remained sta- 
tionary since Sunday evening, #0 that the 
danger that the place would be overwhelmed 
appeared to have passed. 

Only about 2,000 out of 32,000 inhabitants 
of Torre Annungiata dared to remain in the 
town, which was patrolled by aoldiers. ‘ 

The conditions at Pompeii have improved, 
owing to the change in the direction taken by 
the flowing lava. 


Church Destroyed; Relic Safe. 

San Giuseppe, a town of 6,000 inhabitanta, 
is practically destroyed. All but 200 of the 
people fied trom the town Sunday and these 
200 assembled in a church to attend mass. 
While the priest was performing his sacred 
office the roef fell in, and about sixty persons 
were badly injured. These unfortunates 
were for hours without surgical or medical 
assistance.

Magnate in High Spirits. 

Whatever may have been the nature of 
the elder Rockefeller’s errand today, he cer- 
tainly was in high spirits when he stepped 
aboard the train that left Lakewood at 8:13 
o’clock in the morning. Accompanied by bis 
daughter, Mra, BE. Parmelee Prentice, and 
John, Ahe valet, Mr. Rockefeller entered the 
stateroom of the parlor car Hiawatha and 
laughed and chatted during the trip to this 
eity.

CREMATED BY MOLTEN METAL. 


August Hirsch Is Burned to Death and 
Other Employes of Steel Mill 
Narrowly Escape.

$750,000 Worth of Goods Secretly 
Sent Ashore to Avoid Inspection. 
7 ’ 


San Francisco, Cal, April 9—{@pecial, j= 
The customs officers today discovered that 
since the battleship Oregon reached here on 
April 1 fully $760,000 worth of dutiable goods 
have been sent ashore and shipped to all 
parts of the country. The officers got their 
packages of curios, ashore early, but the 
crew only learned at Saturday noon that the 
vessel would be inspected by the custome 
officers when it reached Bremerton navy 
yard, Immediately steps were taken to land 
all the curios, eilka, and ether goods which 
the petty officers and crew had gathered in 
the orient, 

For several years the battheship has been 
cruising in fereign waters and in each port 
officers and men collected silks, ivory, laces, 
jewels, chinaware, and other trinkets. In 
most cases the duty on such things amounts 
almost to the original prices. When the Ore- 
gon reaches Bremerton, Wash, in a few 
days, the customg inspectors will go through 
all the baggage on shipbeard. With such in- 
spection imminent, the fact that thousands 
of packages, boxes, cases, and even trunks 
of goods were taken ashore on Saturday 
has caused a sensation in the local customs 
circles. 

Rush Packages to Shore. 

So great was the hurry of the officers and 
men to get their parcele ashore that the 
Oregon's launch was sent to the Folsem 
street wharf to get other launches, and 
Wells, Fargo & Co. was telephoned to send 
clerks aboard the battleship to give receipts 
for the packages , 

Visitors to the battleship were astounded 
to see officers and men alike in a mad flurry 
to get thelr packages safely aboard the 
launches. A Wellse-Fargo man stood at the 
ship's side and invoiced thousands of pack- 
ages as they were thrown into the launch. 
This kept up from noon until 8 p. m. 

Then the demand fer trucks wae made, and 
until late at night thousands of trunks and 
boxes, weighing from 200 to 350 pounds each, 
were lowered over the vessel's side and 
rushed to the Santa Fe freight sheds, where 
they were distributed among the care, the 
last of which left thie city.at 11 o'clock inet 
night. 

Wells, Fargo & Co.'s records show that the 
company gave receipte on 2,800 packages 
taken from the Oregon. The Santa Fé gave 
shipping bile for 1,600 trunks and cases, 
many of which weighed several hundred 
pounds. 

Whole Crew Is Implicated. 

One member of the crew, whose term ex- 
pires in a few weeks, made the following 
statement today: 

“The goode and articles taken from the 
Oregon on Saturday are valued easily at 
$750,000. I bought $260 worth of stuff myself, 
and every sailor bought at least that much, 
if not more, and there are 640 of us.“

All these provisions will be incorporated 
in the new bill.

that the court had jurisdiction. He also de- 
cided that the fact that the railroad company 
was owner in fee of the bed of the river at 
Van Buren street was not vital, because it 
was a settled doctrine that title to land over 
which navigable water flows is subordinate 
to the public right of navigation. 

Coming down to the real points at issue, the 
court holds that upon a careful scrutiny of 
the original ordinance of 1888, which pro- 
vided for the building of a tunnel, there can 
be found no clause whichrestricted the tgp nd 
of the city so that it could not require 
railroad company to lower or remove a tun- 
nel when the public interests as involved in 
unobstructed navigation of the Chicage river 
demanded that to be done. 

When it was constructed the tunnel dla not 
interfere with navigation, and the railroad 
company may have believed that it never 
would be an obstruction. Nevertheless, the 
ordinance did not expresely or by necessary 
implication bind the city to refrain from 
the exercise of any power it had to deepen 
the channel 0 as to improve navigation. 
Therefore the court holds thet the railroad 
company must be held to have accepted the 
ordinance subject to the requirement that 
navigation both presént and future should 
not be obstructed. , 


Not Taking Private Property. 

The principal feature of the case, accord- 
ing to Justice Harlan, is whether the require- 
ment that the company should lower the 
tunnel at its own expense again would be 
a taking of private property for public use 
without compensation and in violation of 
constitutional guarantee. The court finds 
that the so-called horse and dummy lew 
of 1874 must be read into any ordinance 
passed by the city council. That law pro- 
tected the right of navigation, and it referred 
not only to the needs of navigation at the 
time the tununel was constructed but at aux 
subsequent periad in the development of the 
city. 

In summing up the case the decision says: 


nothing to be done by the railroad company 
except to remove the obstruction which itsel 
placed and meintains in the river under 
the condition that navigation should not at 
any time thereby be interrupted. The re- 
moval of such obstruction is all that ‘s 
needed to protect navigation. So that what- 
ever cost attends the removal of the obstruc- 
tion must be met by the railroad company. 
This cannot be deemed a taking of private 
property for public use or a denial of equal 
probations of laws within the meaning of 
the constitution, but is only the result of 
lawful exercise of a governmental power 
for the common good.” 


Last Tunnel Excuse Gone. 

In consequence of the federal Supreme 
court's decision yesterday that the Union. 
Traction company must bear the expense of 
lowering or removing its Van Buren street 
tunnel the entire issue as to the disposition 
of the tunnels is now squarely up to Mayor 
Dunne. 

Confronted with this situation the mayor 
frankly confessed that he had no definite 
idea of what he would-do. Ina conference 
today with General Counsel Gurley of the 
Union Traction company he will try to get 
the street car people to join him in a plea 
for an extension of time. The period of grace 
allotted by the secretary of war expires next 
Sunday. 

It is up to the city to act in regard to the

Here the privilege of government -Inspec- 
tion was removed, which puts this particular 
firm out of business so far as the export trade 
is concerned. 

That is absolutely the only penalty the 
United Statee can inflict upon a packing 
house. It has no more control over the actual 
manufacture of meat products than it has 
over the creation of a horseshoe nail or the 
printing of books. 

The actual health conditions in the Chicago 
packing houses are solely under the control 
of the health department of the city of Chi- 
cago and of the general sanitary authorities 
of the state of Illinois. The United States 
government has nothing to do with these 
cases except that when the filth exits to a 
point where, it injures the food products. 
And also its inspectors may refuse to give 
the certificate which is necessary for expor- 
tation. 

Chicago Inspectors High Grade. 

According to the report submitted to sec- 
retary Wilson the inspectors at Chicago and 
eleewhere are of an unusually high grade, 
The report finds they were scientifically com- 
petent to perform the duties to which they 
were assigned. While it is possible that 
some of them may have connived at dishon- 
esty, it is explained in the report that the 
system of inspection is so complete that 
dishonesty of this character must be ex- 
tremely difficult to conceal and must be of 
intermittent operation under any possible 
circumstances, 

That any such wholesale conditions of 
fraud as were set out in The Jungle 
could exist is impossible in the opinion of 
the experts sent out by Secretary Wilson. 


NEW INVESTIGATION UNDER WAY. 

Friends of Upton Sinclair in Chicago were 
surprised to learn that the president had 
made an investigation. They had been told

~~ Objections to Falls Scheme. 

„We have two objections to the Niagara 
Falle scheme recommended by the Amer- 
ican commissioners, said Mr. McCormick 
tonight. The main drainage canal was 
designed and built to have a capacity of 
14,000 cubic feet a second instead of 10,000, 
which is the Umit the commissioners desire 
to fix. We do not need that much now, but 
we naturally want to be on the safe side in 
order that the sewage of a greater city 
may be promptly and satisfactorily disposed 
of. From Lockport almost up to the Bag it 
was necessary to build the canal at the full 
width and depth originally pl because 
it had to be cut out of the solid rock, and the 
easiest and cheapest way to do this was to 
take the r out when it was dry instead 
of doing so when it was wet. Over this sec- 
tion of the canal a full flow of water. amount- 
ing to 14,000 feet, can be accommodated. 
From the Sag up to Chicago, where the 
canal was constructed through dirt and 
where, consequently, it is capable of easy 
enlargement, the flow of the water is now 
80,000 cubic feet a minute, or 5,000 cubic feet 
a second. 

In order to keep the Calumet river from 
polluting the lake it has been found necessary 
to dig a canal connecting that river at Blue 
Island with the drainage canal at the Sag. 
It is estimated that the flow of thie river 
will add 250,000 cubic feet a minute to the 
drainage canal, making, in all, about 
10,000 cubic feet a second, When 
the Thirty-ninth street pumping station is 
finished, in the middle of summer, and work- 
img to its full capacity, the total flow will be 
up to 14,000 cubic feet a second. This wilk 
be reached when the Chicago river has been 
widened to a uniform width of 200 feet.
